CHINA OVERLAND TRADE. REPORT: 


‘ the States which come.into immediate com- 
petition with those of the old country, the 
Increase has neither been so marked nor so 
great as many of our pessimists have lately 
n asserting. It is a fact, and this is not 
denied by the taajozity of the reports, that 
American infustries have lately been pro- 
gressing at a far greater speed in the Statee 
than in England, though the question is still 
&n open one us to whether the cause is to be 
sought in some more favourable condition 
existing in the. States, or whether it is not 
the effect of n general equalisation of cundi- 
tions, which will in time adjust themselves, 
when the two nations have come more 
nearly to a general equality of condition, 
Up to this, taking population and oppor- 
tunitics into con*id riutton, the British work- 
‘men may have perhaps had the better of the 
situation; and it may he that when both 
are placed on an equality the rate of progress 
of each may approach nearer to the mean. 
| There is, of course, a good deal that may be 
attributed to vis inertia. ‘The British work- 
man, has at his back the steady, if slow, 
growth of yeirs; the American to get 
started at all has bad-to apply an euormons 
initia] force, the bulk of which is as yet 
undissipated, butt which in proportion to the 
work actually. being done ia being drawn on 
dailr, and bids fiir to Le exhausted’ by the 
time affairs come to balance. There is, of 
course, 2 certain amount of reason in this 
contention ; and this would naturally be the 
view which would most readily leud itse'f 
to the judgment of the trades unions. It is, 
however, none the less the fect, and a fact 
that tends im favour of tle honesty of the 
delegates, that the mujority of the reports 
do seem to indicate a better state of feeling 
(towards one another as existing in the 
| States haween employer and employed. In 
certain respects the employers, and -in 
others the employees may tnke to themselves 
eredit for the fact. The English working 
man complains, and appareutly with some 
show of reason, that the masters are ever 
ready tu seize the entire advantage of any 
improveinent in the method of working;

the employer, instead: of leaving the benefit 
to him, invariably takes the first opportu- 
uity of cutung down rates so that his 
average earnings in the end come to no 
more than the ordinary day-worker's. The 
consequenge is not only to dreate a steady 
opposition to piecewoik in the mind of the 
worker, but to eucourage the habit, already 
.too strong, of the workman persistently 
doing less wuik than bis best. The Ameri- 
cun inaster, on the contrary, according to 
the delegates,. finds it to his advantaze to 
stick to hi: agreement, with the result kizg 
the working man has no interest in worthat 
under his capacity, and does in fact habit- 
ually turn out a larger quintity of finished 
work than his English fellow. Avyother 
veuson for this has prebably been exag- 
gerated inall the reports, and proceeds more 
from the circumstances of the case than 
from any settled design, and that is the 
grater rapidity of advancement in America 
than England.

THE NAVY LEAGUE MEETING. 


co deciles 
(Daily Prese, 4th June.) 

The meeting of the Navy League at the 
City Hall, on Tuesday, was enthusiastic and 
appreciative, and the attendance, for Hong- 
kong on a hot day, when the attractions of 
a cool swim were so obvious, was fairly 
good. Mr. Wyatt's remarks were listened 
to with the greatest interest, as be traced 
the rise of Britain as a sea power and 
point-d out, in simple but forcible, terms, 
the necessity, after winning thé mastery of 
the sea, for preserving the same by the 
maintenance of an adequate [Navy.” His 
Excellency the Governor also inade a great 
point when he drew -attention to the fact 
that the ‘efforts of the Navy! League «were 
really directed to maintain |the priceless 
blessings of péace. The Navy| League was, 
he considered, the greatest Peace Society 
in the world. This was mos¢ entirely the 
right note to take. Whatever misgivings 
we may have for the future} born of the 
ceaseless strivings of the nations and, more 
particularly, the restless ‘aggression of 
Russia, all members of the Navy League 
uiust ever cortinue to cherish the hope that. 
the evil day when a great—and we fear it 
would be a'titanic struggle. is provoke, 
may be indefinitely postponed by a judicious 
slate of preparedness on the part ofGreat 
Britain that will daunt attack. The truest 
way to ensure the continuance of peace is 
to be prepared for war. It ig the poligy ‘of 
thé Navy League to unceasingly press home 
this trutk upoa the British Government, ts 
urge without cessation or pause that the 
first line of defence be maintained suiffi- 
eiont and efficient, and “that in no. 
department shall the Admiralty ever be 
caught napping. We cannot afford to allow 
this great and costly insurance of our com. 
merce afloat.to become in any particular 
invalid or ineffective. Our arms must be 
bright, our plans up ‘to date,| our ships of 
the first und best degcriptiog, aud it niust 
be an article of faith that no invention 
afloat or ashore bz allowed to go pa.t'us, 
vo: matter “how ‘heavy ~the |cost. or how 
difficult the) acquisition of| it may be.

POST OFFICE ANNUAL REPORT. 


—___—__.——_— 
The report on the Post Cffice for the year 
1902 by Mtr. L. A. M. Johnstone, Postmaster- 
General, is published in the Government Gazette. 
From it we cull the following particulars :— 

International and local correspondence re- 
ceived and despatched during the year— 
Received : Letters and postcards (including 124 
insured and 289,140 registered), 2,211,834; 
other articles, 1,218,77. Despatched: Letters 
and postcards (including 16) insured and 
199,050 registered), 3,082,140; other articles, 
968,350. 

The number of bags, &c., received and 
despatched shows an iucrease on that of 19i1. 
The total number actually dealt with was—Bags, 
96,623; packets, 11,998; parcel post boxes, 
7,978; and loose letter boxes, 2,516. Tho 
number of steamers conveying these mails was 
7,426 inwards and 8,432 outwarls. Included in 
the former are 43 United States mail packets, 
26 English P. & O. contract packets, 26 
Messageries Maritimes Co.'s packets, 26 German 
mail packets, and 15 Canadian. - 

During the year the English mails were 
received here on 6 occasions in 27 days, on 17 
occasions in 28 days, on 2? occasi.ns in 29 
days, and on other occasions in 80 to 41 days. 
Twice during the year the French mails were 
brought on to Hongkong by vessels of the 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha (Japanese Buropean 


ne). . 

The total sales of postage stamps for the 
year amounted to $264,420.83, an advance on the 
gales of the previous year of uo less a sum than 
$25,043.34. The sales of stamps at the British 
Post Office at Shanghai and at the British 
postal ageucies in China amounted to $90,246.02, 
an inorease of $6,140.74 on the previous year’s 
receipts, the changhai Post Office receipts 
under this head being $50,019 06 in 1902 against 
$38.749.64 iv 1901. . 

The parcel post business shows a decrease of 
451 .on that of the previous year. The total 
‘number received (including 4,090 ineured) 
amounted to 44,150, and desjatched (including 
4,377 insured) to 37,239. 

The statement of revenue and expenditure 
for the year 19/2 shows that the revenue 
received from all sources was $387,066.19, 
exceeding that of 1901 by $31,153.45; and the 
expenditure was $316,240.12, an increase of 
$42,554.61 on that of the previons year. The 
net balance to the credit of Hongkong Post 
( ffice on the year’s transactions amounted to 


*$70,826.07, 


The money order business done during the 
year 1902 was $721,112.08. The sales of Impe- 
rial and local postal notes in 1902 amounted to 
£6,026 6s. 74d. and $10,434.07 respectively, the 
former showing a decrease of £892 58. 54d. and 
the latter an increase of $2,841:01 on the sales 
of the previous year. The penny letter postage 
was ext nded to the British postal. agencies 
from 15th February, 1902. : 


A result: of the recent introduction of a steam 
pilot-boat (built in Hongkong) into the service 
of the Pilots’ Association of Shanghai is that 
their two-masted pilot schooner Polar Star is 
advertised for sale.

Mr. W. B. Dixon, the Chief Manager ofthe 
Dock Company, intimated that he would’ give 
a prise to the winning boat in any’ race the 
liked {o set aside: for the purpose; On th 
becoming known no less than five boats hailing 
from Aberdeen, Aplichan, Chung/Kwan O, 
Luk Chow and Shaukiwan appeared on the 
ecene and their wild practising afforded excellent 
sport for some days previous to the races. 

On the Sst ult,, mark boats were placed at the 
western end of One Tree Island and the eastern 
end of Aplichau, affording a mat stretch of 


water lined on each side Pe d sampans 
dressed with gay flags. Mr. Dixqn’s arrival 
was a signal to the Dragon boats to get into 
position. The course was patronised by s 
goodly number of Europeans; His’ Excellency 
the Governor and Lady Blake arriving and 
taking a keen interest in the proceedings. The — 
race for Mr. Dixon's prize, the Chinese insisted, 
should be rowed in three heats, the last race to 
decide the order of the boats. i 

At the atart of the first race the excitement 
among the Chinese was tremendous, an 
the boats came on in splendid | style with 
‘very little between them, the spray from 
the paddles flying from stem to| stern snd 
cooling the heated bodies of the owners. Half 
the distance was covered with all boats beatin 
perfect time when to the consternation ~~ 
the rest the Shaukiwan boat, which had Gfept 
ahead, suddenly sheered across the stream, 
causing all the boats to get entangled. 

The greatest. goud humour preyailed among 
the Dragonites over the mishap jand a fresh 
start was made for the second race. Mr, Lee 
Ping, Government contractor, intimating that 
he would give a $10 note to the beat coming in 
first. The race was rowed splendidly and ended 
in a neck-and-neck race between the Luk Chow 
and the Aberdeen boats, te Luk Chow winning 
by 8 short distance. re : 

The third race was an exciting struggle, - 
and again the red and white. flags contested 
neck-and-neck. The Aberdeen boat this time. 
got the victory and carried off amidst great 
vociferation Mr. Dixon's prize, The remaining 
boats were awarded prizes subscribed by the 
Aberdeen Dock officials. After the prize- 
giving Mr. Dixon left, his populerity amongst 
the Chinese at Aberdeen being shown by the 
tornado of crackers burled after his lannch. 

Mr. Lee Ping afterwards raced the red and 
white flags again and His Excellency the Gover- 
nor supplemented the prizes given by a handsome 
donation. 

The races were umpired by Police Inspeotor 
Langley and started by Mr. P. Langley, of the 
Dock staff.

OPERATIONS IN THE | 
CHINA SEA. 7 
, —_——---— 
According to the service papers 
some interesting “war” operations. in the 
neighbourhood of Hongkong in the: month of 
March. On the 10th. the cruisers Talbot and 
Eclipse left Hongkong and kept company until 
noon on the J1th. Af that hour “war” was 
declared between Franco, as represented: by 
these two ships, with Saigon as a base; and 
Britain, as represented by the cruiser Argonaut, 
with Hongkong as a base. The Talbot and 
Eclipse were commerce destroyers, and,-parting 
compary at noon on the L1th, the Eclipse took 
station to intercept all commerce between 
Manila and Bingepar and Hongkong, and the 
Talbot between Shanghai and the North and 
Hongkong, “Ourfirst capture” (says the writer). 
“was the P. and O. Valetta, with the homeward 
going assis) fie Shanghai and Japan, and 
after escorting her for 14 hours sho became a 
capture. We passed'the Argonaut, but having 
disguised ourselves were not chased. 

‘“We overhauled several Japanese, German, 
Frenoh, and United States boats, and must have 
caused a little consternation by chasing them, | 
showing searchlights qn the stern,and then 
leaving. On faturday morning. the 14th, the 
Argenaut was sighted, as we were after the 
P. and O. Chusan, with the outward mails. 
We immediately got ready for forced draught, 
and were off. We were built in 1895, at 
Devonport, for 19.5 knots, and the Argonaut 
for 21.5 knots, but it took the latter four hours 
to gain 14 knots on us, She got within three 
miles of us, and put us out of action for 24 
hours. We met the Eclipse later, and found 
she had not seen the Argonaut, but had 
captared the P, and O. Chusan. We aso 
captared a collier with nearly 6,000 tons of coal 
(a most v:luable vessel), the Canadian-Pacific’s 
Empress of China; and the Athenian, che 
Indiana, with 8 cargo of flour, and six ¢ thers. 
On the 20th we exchanged positions with the 
Eclipse, being in communication by wireless 
telegraphy. During the middle watch on 
Sunday, 22nd, we sighted the Argonaut, but 
having a*very severe case in the sick bay 
steamed towards her, and were put out of 
action again.: ‘Eater in the day the Argonaut 
gave us several hundredweight of ice for the 
patient, she having refrigerating aod ice 
making machinery. 

“On the 24rd we made all preparati ns for 
cutting the cable to Sin gapore, and having re- 
mained over it for several hours without being 
disturbed were successful, At 2.30 a.m. on 
the 24th we got on the course for Hongkong. 
and steamed in the western entrance at a 
very rapid pace considering the large amount 
of shipping there at anchor. We were flying 
no ensign and three of the batteries fired on us, 
but we were past them, and succes ful. Dodg- 
ing, practically, from bebind one steamer to. 
another, we got very close to the flagship Glory 
before we broke our ensign. We steamed past 
the fleet, turned round, and anch:red off 
Kowloon. The Talbot was the first ship to 
arrive there, the Helzpse following} at 5 30 p.m., 
pearly ten hours after us. ; 

“The Talbot did so well that, notwithstanding 
we had 48 hours’ general leave only a month 
ago, we were now given 36 heurs’ general lave. 
Thus it will be soon what might have happened 
had we got on the scene before the steamers 
had known.of a declaration of war.”

"Odesss, M. Morkaloff delivered, last month. an 
‘address, tha general tenour of which expla‘ns 
‘Russia's desire to adopt a “closed door” policy 
‘in Manchuria, says the Standatd’s co respon- 
‘dent. The lecturer, who spoke from a very 
‘Gomprehensive and complete knowledge of his 
‘subject, pointed out, in the first place, that, in 
‘spite of all its persevering efforts, this conntry’s 
export trade to China was comparatively in- 
finitesimal China’s imports last year were 
valued at three hundred and twenty-three 
millions of roub‘es, and to this total the 
Rassian contribution was twenty-eight thousand 
roables. Th» high freight rates from European 
Rassia to the Far East, may, in some degree, 
account for this, From Odessa to Vladivostock 
the freight rate is two and a half times higher 
than that .from Hamburg to the same Far 
East-rn port. B sides this drawback, however, 
Russian products generally fail to hold their 
own with those of Westera Europe ia the 
Chinese markets, 

Turainy his attention to tha Chinese Easter 
Railway, M. Merkuloff said that the connection 
of Kbarbin with Dalny by rail hod not iu the 
lightest d-grae improved Ruasia’s Fur Eastern 
trade; on the contrary, the opening up of that 
route had given an impetus to foreign competi- 
tion. The Sou:hern section of the Manchurian 
Hine, more especially, had proved .positively 
injurious to Rugaia’s commercial interests it 
that region. If Rassian trade is to have any- 
thing like a fair ohance in Manchuria, the tran: 
port tariff must be redaced seventy-five por cent. 

China will never become an limportant con- 
samer of Russian products so long as there 
are no flourishing Russian industries on the 
Chinese frontier, in Manchuria, and on the 
Amar littoral, and until the Amur Railway 
is built. Under the existent state of things, 
said M. Merkuloff, Russian trade and commerce 
-in the Far East were hopelessly handicapped, 
and a successful, or partially snoceseful, competi- 
tion against the West European mannfactnrers 
and exporters and against American and Japa- 
nese enterprise was practically impossible. Tha 
politico-commercial policy of the’ Manchurian

RUSSIA AND NEWCHWANG. 

In the House of Commons on April 30th, 
Mr. J. Walton asked whether, seeing that 
Russia had collected and retained the Imperial 
Maritime Customs Revenues at Newchwaog 
sinca August, '900, and in view of the fact that 
these form part of the security for Chinese 
loans, H's Majesty's Government had made 
representations to the Russsian Government in 
regard to the restoration of these moneys in 
the interests of British bondholders; and, if so, 
with what results ? 

Lord Cranborne: We ha e been informed 
that the duties collected by the Imperial 
Maritime Customs at Newchwang are paid 
into the Russo-Chinese Bank to the credit of the 
Chinege Government, minus themont'ly amount 
required for the support of the offices. I under- 
stand that the Russia1 authorities cl im to de- 
duct from this fund the amount expended by 
them for repair of the Shanhaikwan-New- 
chyang Railway, Further enquiries are being 
meade as to whether such an arrangement would

The CHAIRMAN. said— Gentlemen, With 
your permission, we will take the report and 
accounts, which have been in your hands for 
some time, as read.. I said when I met you 


here this time last year, that I thought we had. 


seen the last of our troubles at Canton, but I 
am sorry to say that I was mistaken. A loss of 


over $17,000, as the result of the year’s work 


at Canton, is most unfortunate—it ha: been 
due almost entirely to one cause, and that 
is the faulty engines with which wo are 
working there. The original engine was 
ordered by the former Chinese compauy «in 
1898, and another similar one was added the 
following year, but they have proved quite 
unsuitable and their extravagant coal consamp- 
tion makes it impossible for us to work at a 
profit, In the beginning of the year, things 
went: fairly well, although we ‘vere never 
greatly pleased with the engines, but as soon as 
we began to work them to their full capacity 
they broke down, and this happened over and 


“| over again until our customers’ patience, as 


well as our own, was fairly worn out. By, 
careful watching and nursing we have managed 
to keep free from accident for the last two 
months, -bat we dare not take on any new 
business ; the factory is not doing its full work 


‘| and is not, therefore, running at a profit as‘ it 


should ba doing, while our engineer as- 
sures us that with all the attention he ¢an 


give, it may be -only a question of a few 


months before there will be a much more 
serious breakdowa than any we have yet had. 
Under such circumstauces, with continual stop- 
pages, loss of our working time, and the heavy 
expense of repairs to machinery, it would not 
have been sarprisiny if our loss had been still 


’ | greater. At the moment we are working ata 


slight kss at Canton, bat in 8 short time expect 
to’ make both ends meet.. That will be the 
utmost we can do, so we are forced to give up 
a l idea of ever doing auy re 1 good with these 
enginés, There is consequently only ons thing 
left for us to do now, and that is to replace 
them at once by.a new set of the most *modern 
and moat economical design, As you are, per- 
haps? aware, there have been great improve- 
ments in electrical engines of late years, and we 
estimate that for an expenditure of about 380,000 
we can obtain a set of three engines, twoof which 
would give us one hundred per cent. better results 
than the present two, while we should have an 
extra one in reserve in case of accident. In 
spite of all these difficulties and disappointments 
there is, however, no reason why we should lose 
heart. The business is there, and will, I feel 
cerlain, prove a very profitable one if we 
persevere with it. The demand is good—the 
Shameen community have only lately insisted 
upon-our running a day load in order to supply 
them with. power for electric fans, &c., and we 
do not anticipate any difficulty whatover in 
obtaining fresh customers for all the extra 
supply from the new engines on terms which 
should leave a handsome pe for the Company.
